H. January 6.—The speech 


ol Senator Gall ol Florida on Cuba today 
aerved at the medium tor making public 
a letter giving a graphic deecription ol 
the Cabanas fartreaa at Havana and tbe 
•urroundinja ol the American citizens 
Imprisoned there. The clrcamatanosa. 


. anrronndint the letter attracted marked 


interest to it a« Mr. Call laid It came 
from a public man ol high eluding in 
the United Statea, who would ahortly 
occupy a place in tbe executive branch 
ol the government. The letter dealt 
with the immediate present, and de- 
eoribed a vieit made by the writer and 
General Lee to Cabanaa lortreaa only 
aeven daya ago, viz: on the morning ol 
Dscemher 30th. It told o! the pitiful 
condition of priaonera, eome of them 
Americana, including Julio Sanguilly 
and f Tcmug man who wafl the compan- 
ion of Oharles Govin. the American 
newspaper correapondent killed in Cuba. 
The recital of thene priaonera waa given 
in full. 
, 
Access to the fortreaB waa aeecured 


with difficulty, it being open to outald- 
era only on Wedneadaye, and then after 
twenty-lour houra' notice. The writer 
aaid he and General Lee were escorted 
within the prison, where eight or ten 
persons, some of them Americana, were 
brought out. 
In a circle about them waa arranKed 


600 Spanish ooldiera, heavily armed. 
One of the prieonera was a man who 
had been with Oharles Govin at the 
time of his Capture. 
The prisoner 
stated tbe Bpaniarda arrested him and 
Govin together. Govin attempted to 
enow hia United States citizenship 
papers and hie credentials as an Ameri- 
can newspaper correspondent, but the 
Bpanieb commander struck - them from 
bis hand and turned Goain over to tbe 
cavalry, whilo the other prisoner waa 
sent to the Cabanas fortress. 
The writer stated also that from other 


reliable sources it was established that 
Govin subsequently had been tied to a 
tree and chopped to pieces. Julio San- 
guilly vraa another ol the prisoners aeon 
during tbla visit to the lortreaa. Tue 
writer described him as an old man 
whole hair had turned gray and who ap- 
peared to be over 60 years ol age. 
San- 


imilly told a pathetic! fltory to the visi- 
tors as tp the injustice ol hia trial and 
conviction and begged that the United 
States iuvestigate the case with a view 
of establishing that he was prosecuted 
for what lie might have done and not 
what he had done. 
After reading other lettera reciting 


the cruel methods employed in Spanish 
nriaone, Mr. Gall declared these prisons 
were stained with the blood of American 
citizens. It needed but an investigation 
to unmask the extent of the butchery, 
he aaid. The aeuator asserted that a 
nation which failed to protect Its citi- 
zens justly deserved the execration of 
the civilizBd world. 


Mr. Call spoke of the reports that the 


powers ol Europe would coerce the 
United Statea. What effect, he asked, 
would such a concert of European na- 
tiona have, when the sympathy of man- 
kind and the sympathy of the Chris- 
tian world waa with the struggling 
patriots of Cuba? -It wonld be a futile 
intervention, even if attempted, for no 
stateaman of Europe could successfully 
appeal to tho maasea ol hia people to 
etrike at tbose engaged in a struggle lor 
Independence aud liberty. 
II the United Statea remained paaaive 


while ench outragea as those on Govin 
and Sanguilly proceeded, there could be 
no prosperity lor 'this country, aud no 
respect for it, declared Mr. Oall. It 
waa n spectacle which belittled die 
Unite! Statea in the eyes of the world 


At tbe close of the speech' the senate 


agreed to Mr. Call's resolution asking 
tbe secretary of state for all correspond 
ence relating to the case of Julio San 
guilty. The other resolution demand 
ing Sangu'tlly's immediate release waa 
referred to the committee on foreign re 
iatlone. 
The writer gave the particulars of an
